It is hard to believe that summer has come and gone but as the leaves begin to turn and college 
football begins another season, the swift passage of time cannot be ignored.  A number of activities 
have taken place in the Village since our last newsletter so an update is timely.  

Memorial Day Service
The Village held its annual Memorial Day program in May to recognize and honor those who have 
made the ultimate sacrifice in protecting our nation.

Charter Review
The Charter Review Commission completed its work on the Village’s Charter and came up with some 
recommendations to improve our governance.  Those issues will be on the November ballot for your 
consideration.  Please join me in thanking Dennis DiPalma, Lauren Gardner, Chris LeGros, Ralph 
Lustri, Denise Merritt, Clara Sherwin and Rich Steudel for their dedicated service to the Village on 
this project.

Village Finances
Most of you know about and many of you attended one of the five meetings that we conducted in 
June regarding the state of the Village’s finances. We sincerely appreciated the many fine comments, 
observations and suggestions we received from residents at and as a result of those meetings.  

We are trying to be as transparent as possible because there are no secrets here.  As we indicated, the 
Village faces immediate financial challenges due primarily to projected reductions in our annual 
revenues of approximately 40%, or $600,000.  We project that unless action is taken our average 
operating deficits will be approximately $500,000 per year between now and 2016 if we do not take 
action.  In the most simple of terms, additional taxes are necessary to continue providing services at 
existing levels.

Hello to all Residents!

I will be communicating a newsletter each month so each of you are up to date with what is 
going on within the police department as well as with the community. I will include 
information about criminal activity, hopefully none that is taking place here, but activity that 
may be happening within our surrounding communities.

Deer season is approaching fast and they are already on move throughout the Village.  
Unfortunately, the deer are not too traffic “savvy” and think they 
own the roads. So please be extra careful when driving. While 
such deer-involved crashes can occur anytime, most mishaps 
happen between the hours of 5 and 10 p.m. and 5 and 8 a.m. 
because deer are “crepuscular” — meaning that they are most 
active at dawn and dusk.  Defensive driving is the best way to 
avoid hitting these animals. Be particularly cautious at dusk and 
dawn when deer are the most active.

School Year 2013

The school year has started, which means school buses are out on the roads. Drivers need to 

be aware of children at bus stops. When you are heading out for work in the mornings, be 

aware of school bus activity and  children crossing the roads.

Drivers should also maintain a safe distance when driving behind school buses and be aware 

that the yellow flashing lights mean the bus is coming to a stop, while the red flashing lights 

mean children are getting on and off that big yellow taxi.

A New Concern to Be On-the-Lookout For!
There's a new purse snatching trend hitting gas stations nationwide. It's called "theft by 
sliding." The burglars, called "sliders," pull up to a car they've observed to be unlocked at a 
gas station, open their door and the passenger door of the victim's car, slide in and steal 
something valuable, slide back into their car, and drive off.  Unfortunately, society today is 
what it is and now we have to lock all of our doors no matter where we are.

The Lake County Solid Waste Management will 
be hosting its last Household Hazardous Waste 
Collection of the year on September 28th from 
9am - 3pm at the Lake County Fairgrounds.

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At our July and August Council meetings, we 
thoroughly discussed what we believed to be 
the best course of action at this time.  After 
much deliberation, all council members  
concluded that we will seek your approval on 
the November ballot of additional millage of 
6.2 mills.  Though the best projection of our 
actual needs is 12.5 mills, we concluded that 
such an increase would be too severe at this 
time.  If we are successful in our request for 
6.2 mills, we will have an additional period of 
time to continue to monitor revenues, work 
on decreasing expenses and search for 
additional solutions.  One other point of note 
at this time is that the November ballot issue 
has been drafted in such a way that if it is 
passed (a) all revenues have been earmarked 
for police, fire, EMS and public services, and 
(b) the issue will have a life of five years, after 

which the voters will get a chance to 
determine if they want to renew it.

There are many additional details and factors 
that we considered and we will share those 
with you in communications between now 
and Election Day.  At the same time, we 
encourage you to visit www.waitehilloh.gov to 
review the presentation made during our June 
meetings and to gain additional facts and 
information concerning the ballot issue.  We 
also invite you to call us with your thoughts, 
questions and concerns.

Technology News...
Have you seen strange looking black and white patterned squares, like the one to the right popping 
up all over the place these days?  Magazines, advertisements, signs, web page, even somone's t-shirt?  
This patterned square is actually called a QR Code.  QR is short for "quick response".  Oxford 
Dictionary defines a QR Code as "a machine-readable code consisting of an array of black and white 
squares, typically used for storing URL's or other information for reading by the camera of a 
smartphone."  A QR code is similar to a barcode in that it can be quickly scanned to generate 
information.  But the similarity stops there.  QR codes can link the user to much more data; anything 
from the URL of a website, a movie trailer or even a coupon for a store.  The other key difference is 
that a QR code can be scanned by a person's smartphone.  No special equipment is needed.  The QR 
code to the right will link you to the Village website.  So, download a QR reader to your smartphone 
and scan this code to see what's happening at www.waitehilloh.gov.
